Bvery 
man who wishes to make the Inter- 
collegiate team would do well to get 
one put on his rifle. 

Most men will find a sline; of sreat 
assistance in holding the rifle steady 
in a strong wind, and the Associa- 
tion has arranged with the Sporting 
Department of Henry Morgan & Sons 
most advantageous terms. A sling, 
which is usually sold retail at 85 c 
can he obtained for GO cents, if the 
purchaser mentions that he is a mem- 
ber of the McGill Rifle Association. 

Practice shoots arc heing held to- 
day and on Wednesday, so that all 
will have n chance of getting some 
practice before Saturday's comprtl 
tion. It is perhaps as well to point 
out that all members who wish to 
compete for the Dominii n of Canada 



Silver must thoot in all the compe- 
titions which the Association holds. 
These competitions a re four in nirin- 
ber, and are to be held on the fol- 
lowing dates: Oct. 26th, Nov. 2nd, 
9th and 16th. 

Freshmen who wish to compete for 
the special prize must also shoot in 
all the four competitions. 

In the Daily of Oct. 14th very full 
directions were given, as to how new 
members can join; the following is a 
brief review. Take the oath of allegi- 
ance with the University Librarian, 
Mr. Gould; pay the membership fee 
of $1.50 to the Bursar; secure a ilfte 
and ammunition from the Arts Bldg. 
janitor, take any St. Oatherine car 
going Kast, and transfer a t La Salle 
Avenue to the Bont de L'lsle cur. 

The annual Intercollegiate match 
will be held on the 9th of November 
and even if a man thinks he haB no 
chance of winning a medal, he should 
at least come out and practice in 
order that he may help to win back 
the Intercollegiate trophy from Tor- 
onto. As no team is picked before- 
hand (or this match, all have an 
equal chance of securing a place. The 
team consists of eight men who have 
made the hinhest aggregate scores 
on the day of the match, and th.se 
men have the privilege of wear'n< a 
handsome badge, whit h r. n^s second 
only to the big block "M."

On Tuesday, Varsity had their first 
practice since their decisive defeat by 
our team last Saturday. Those who 
watched the workout were particular- 
ly struck with the very muddy state 
of the Varsity team's uniforms, of 
course it would be well-nigh impossi- 
ble for anyone who had not seen the 
game to have any idea of the state 
of the field; but a glance at the uni- 
forms of the Toronto team on Tues- 
day immediately conveyed the im- 
pression that they had been rolling 
in a mud-pic. 

The Varsity team are not in the 
least downcast over their defeat here 
last week. They still seem to think 
that if it comes to a play-off on a 
dry lield— they having had enough of 
wet grounds— that they will bring an- 
other championship to Toronto Uni- 
versity. Some of the players were 
heard to say that the tield exactly 
suited McGill's heavy team and that 
some of their players were unable to 
negotiate the heavy going at all. It 
looked on Snturdny as if very few of 
their players were able to do any- 
thing, not because of the heavy go- 
ing, hut because they were complete- 
ly outclassed by their opponents. 

None of the Varsity players were 
seriously injured and they will be in 
tine condition for Queen's who go to 
Toronto on Saturday. There is still 
great doubt whether Maynard will 
get into the game this week. As 
Varsity nrc somewhat the favorites 
for Saturday the great little half- 
back is hardly likely to he in the 
game at the start, but will be in a 
uniform in case of emergencies.

The 
game will take place at Toronto Sta- 
dium and on both teams there will 
be players whose names h'ive figured 
daily on the sporting pages of the 
newspapers of this continent. It will 
be a Btrange sight to Canadian foot- 
ball fans to see only twenty-two men 
on the field instead of twenty-eight. 
Many people are convinced that at 
the present time we have too many 
men on our teams and that we 
should at lenst drop the two extra 
scrimmage men.
